and the RA’s reacted as they 


evacuating a fire 5222* , but 
everything was confusing that 
time of the morning. The 
only thing I could think to 


grab was my goldfish , 
Deter," said Shannon 
McBumette, a first floor 
resident. 

"1 was scared and in shock 
when I first heard the alarm, 
and 1 knew we had to get out 
of the dorm," said Jennifer 
Bird, a third floor resident. 

Bird’s roommate, Kristi 
Haygood, had a different 
perspective on what was 
going on. 

"I was too sleepy to be 
scared. I thought it was all a 
false alarm, and Jennifer had 
to yell at me to get me to 
leave," Haygood said. 

As a result of the fire, the 
boiler room operation of 
heating water shut down. 
However, maintenance 
responded promptly at 7a.m. 
and replaced the faulty parts 
on the boiler equipment so 
that the hot water was back on 


by that evening. 

Monday night following the 

fire 4^ , meetings were held 
to explain what actually 
happened, and to clarify 
procedures in case of future 
emergencies. 

"We were really lucky that 

the fire 4^ was contained in 
a place where it wouldn’t 
endanger the main building. 
The weather was nice enough 
to evacuate without hesitation. 
And, everyone seemed to 
know how to react to the 
situation," Gary Maze said.

During the fall orientation and registration, Hurricane 
Andrew brought powerful rains and damaging winds to our coastal states. Florida, 
Louisiana, and the Mississippi Gulf Coast suffered a great deal of loss. Homes, 
businesses, and churches were severely damaged, if not destroyed. Many people 
lost everything they owned. Food supplies were scarce, and had it not been for 
assistance from individuals and organizations in the northern regions of these states, 
some might have had to go without food or shelter.

MISSISSIPPI COLLEGE STUDENT NURSES 
WORK IN MEXICAN MISSION CLINICS

Mexico! The very name brings visions of the crystal waters of Cancun, a moonlight cruise of the bay below the cliffs of Acapulco, bullfights, and the 
ancient pyramids of Mexico City. A vacationer’s paradise! However, it was far different visions that were seen by Mississippi College School of Nursing 
Instructor, Kaye Wilson, and thirteen senior nursing students who went to work in the very primitive medical mission clinics of rural Mexico. We had the 
opportunity to experience first hand the cultural and spiritual aspects of nursing, which are the major emphases of the two non-clinical nursing elective 
courses that gave structure to this pioneer project. 

The vision for the project began at Baptist Nursing Fellowship meeting when Delores York, a registered nurse and area coordinator for the Rio Grande 
River Ministry (a division of the Baptist General Convention of Texas), spoke about the medical mission work being done in Mexico. Various volunteer 
teams of nurses, doctors, dentists, builders, and church-related groups came to stay at Cone-Oasis Baptist Encampment to help with the mission work in 
the area. The main purpose of the medical ministry is to minister to the whole person, including physical, mental, and spiritual needs. This involves not 
only a commitment to the best medical care under the circumstances but also a sensitivity to the spiritual needs of the Mexican people. 

Several Mississippi College nursing students, having heard Delores York speak, thought that working in the mission clinics would be a very educational 
and meaningful experience for our class. The idea was presented to Kaye Wilson, who agreed to sponsor the group, and Mississippi College officials gave 
their blessing to the trip. 

We spent many hours praying and preparing for the trip. Cecile Alexander, a retired missionary from Argentina, taught our class a crash course in 
Spanish culture and language, but crossing the Rio Grand River that first day and going into rural Mexico was a cultural shock. Poverty became a real 
word to us as we saw families of ten to twelve living in one-room houses with dirt floors, outhouses, spoiled food, drinking water from the river, and very 
limited medical care. We knew the week ahead was going to be a challenge. 

Each morning the mission team, which included Delores York, Johnathan the dentist, our interpreters Rolando and Virginia, and the volunteer student 
nurses, would leave the camp and cross the border patrol at Progresso, Mexico. There the medical supplies were loaded into the vans, then we would travel 
sometimes as long as three hours to reach the clinic. While we unloaded and set up the clinical supplies, the pastor of the local church would spread the 
word we were there. When the people arrived, the pastor would have a devotion before we began seeing the patients. We saw from fifty to sixty patients 
a day. 

In Mexico the hospitals and doctors are located in the large cities, and only people who can afford to pay can receive medical care. There are no 
government health programs to help the poor people. These free mission clinics, supported by the Texas Baptist Convention and donations, provide health 
care to many Mexican people. Because of the large number of clinics, the health team can only visit a clinic once every four or five weeks. 









The clinics are located in either government-owned buildings or make-shirt arrangements in homes, schools, and Baptist mission churches. The mission 
teams have learned to use every available resource. A chair under a large shade tree became a dentist office, the back yard of a church and a hose pipe 
became a delousing treatment center, a nail on the wall served as an IV pole, a water pik was used for ear irrigation, and when there were not enough 
tables, concrete blocks were set up to hold the lab and pharmacy supplies. At one location, where a frame with a tarpaulin on top was our clinic, the van 
was used as an examination room. 

Our jobs in the clinics consisted of lab work, pharmacy, dental assistance, hygiene education, general assessment, and assisting with minor surgical 
procedures. We also screened for and treated lice and scabies. We all received our NP (nurse puppeteer) certificates while in Mexico. 

Most of the patients illnesses were minor, due primarily to the unsanitary conditions, but some were very serious. We saw patients with blood clots, 
cataracts, broken bones, diabetes, ear infections, and skin diseases. But the patient who touched our hearts the most was a little eight-year-old boy diagnosed 
with Hepatitis. His mother had brought her six children to the clinic to be treated for lice. It was while we were washing his hair that we discovered how 
very sick he was. Our interpreter picked him up in his arms and carried him home, and the nurses started IV fluids on him. We didn’t think he would live 
through the night. Many tears were shed and many prayers were said for this child. We knew what limited help we could give him, but we also knew the 
Great Physician was not limited. We later learned that God had answered our prayers and “our” little Mexican boy had recovered. 

The Mexicans are a very patient and gracious people. We had so many heart-warming responses — the happy faces of the little boys and girls when we 
gave them toothbrushes and coloring books, a smile from a lady who had six infected toenails removed, and a hug from a teary-eyed little girl who had 
just received a shot. We watched the fascinated expressions on the faces of the little children seeing puppets for the first time, saw an old gentleman cry 
when he put on a pair of used glasses because he was so happy to see his family clearly, and witnessed the joy of a young woman whose spiritual need was 
met as we shared God’s love. 

The greatest reward of the week was the privilege of working with Delores York. Her love for God, people, and nursing was an inspiration to all of us 
Delores works long hard hours, leaving home at 7:30 a.m. and returning most nights after midnight, with very little monetary compensation Yet the words 
we so often hear - burn out, stressed out, and drop out — were not in her vocabulary. She always had a word of encouragement and a smile 

What an exciting, challenging week it was working in the mission clinics in Mexico. As the week ended we knew our pioneer project had been a success 
We had learned many valuable lessons from the Mexican people about the Cultural Aspects of Nursing. We didn’t know much about the Cultural Aspects 
of Nursing, but now we have seen nursing as a ministry and a profession first hand. We realized another important thing - that it is a privilege to live 
in a country that has excellent health care for its people. F 6 

In the early morning hours, as we crossed the border back into our own country for the last time and saw our flag flying high, we were happy to be 
going home. Home to Mississippi College! ’
